‘ From the London Publishers’ Circular, July 2. 

There are indications that a settlement of the financial questions affecting 
papers and books, so long in supsense, is now approaching. The book im- 
post and foreign paper questions were so closely connected with the repeal 
of the excise duty on paper, that the rejection of the latter measure by the 
House of Lords necessarily led to a suspension of the three propositions. 
Within a few days, however, the Chancellor of the Exchequer will, we be- 
lieve, make a statement to the House of Commons as to the financial position 
and prospects of the country, and will then declare the intentions of the 
Government. Looking expressly to the interests of the trade, we have fre- 
quently explained that all we desire is some decisive settlement, and this we 
have in justice a right to ask; the proposed changes being of great magni- 
tude and importance, and the uncertainty in which they have involved the 
publishing and bookselling interests, having now been protracted far beyond 
the usual limits. 

The fortnight has produced few books of first importance—if we except 
Mr. Massey’s Third Volume of his History of England, which carries us 
through the exe ting period of 1781-1793, and tells in a lucid and interesting 
style the story of the American revolution, and the days of Pitt and Fox. 
Sir Bernard Burke’s new series of his Vicissitudes of Families, published by 
Messrs. Longman, is an interesting addition to his romantic episodes in 
Family History. Sporting books appear in the ascendant—Colonel Alexan- 
der’s Salmon Fishing in Canada, Simeon’s Stray Notes on Fishing, and Dun- 
lop’s Hanting in the Himalayas, being all excellent works of their kind.

Mr. Maxwell’s notice to the publisher of a new work called Zown Talk, 
elaiming a copyright in that title, involves a question of some eee to 
the trade. The right of property existing, no blame can be fairly attached 
to Mr. Maxwell for claiming what the law has made his own ; but there are, 
we think, inconveniences in the present law,of copyright as affecting titles, 
which render some sort of change highly desirable for all parties. Under the 
present law, a title registered becomes a property as long as copyright can 
last, and there are thousands, we might perhaps say hundreds of thousands, 
of titles registered of works and periodicals which have long ceased to exist, 
or which have never existed at all. Every one knows that titles run pretty 
much in certain fashions; and it may possibly be within the power of Pro- 
fessor Babbage to construct a machive which would enable the inventor to 
exhaust every possible variety, and by registering, to acquire absolute do- 
minion over this important literary domain. It must be extremely rare that 
titles so registered can be really of value to the owner; but while they are 
registered they are dangerous pitfalls to all projectors of new works. As it 
is, a man may have spent large sums in advertising, before he discovers that 
he must change his title, and thus lose all the benefit of his expenditure. 
The trade and persons interested in copyright questions would, we think, do 
well to consider how far it would be possible to remedy these evils without 
depriving the inventor of a good title—no small matter by the way—of the 
just reward of his ingenuity. In the case of a book, perhaps non-publication 
for a given term—or in the case of a periodical, cessation for a certain period 
—might be held to forfeit the copyright ; but in any case it is desirable that 
a very complete and accessible index should be kept of all titles registered, 
as a guide to those about to register new ones. 

Our obituary of the fortnight includes two names—one which was rising 
into note, the other which had long passed its zenith—Mr. Robert Brough 
and Mr. G. P. R. James. The novels of Mr. James, once in such demand at 
our circulating libraries, have been almost forgotten in the new fashions and 
schools of fiction which have enlisted public favor. Mr. Brough was best 
known as a dramatic writer; but critics and literary circles have recognized 
in the other productions of his pen indications of a power which promised 
better things. His poems, though scattered about in periodicals, have at- 
tracted considerable attention ; and they are, we understand, to be collected 
aud edited by his friend, Mr. John Hollingshead. We regret to hear that, 
notwithstanding Mr. Brough’s lot was cast in what must be considered pros- 
perous times for popular writers, he has left his wife and family unpro- 
vided for. 

The Rev. Charles Turner Tennyson, whose four sonnets in the June 
number of Macmi/lan’s Magazine attracted considerable notice, is the elder 
brother of Alfred Tennyson. He, like his brother, published a smali volume 
of poems while at Cambridge. A new poem appears in the July number of 
Macmillan, 

We have received a copy of The Denominational Reason Why, published 
by Messrs. Houlston & Wright. It may be calleda dictionary of the his- 
tory and beliefs of all varieties of Christian sects; and it gives a great deal 
of information of a kind which all readers occasionally want. We have also 
before us a copy of Psalms and Hymns, by the late Rev. Jeremiah Smith, 
published by Messrs. Wertheim & Co., which will be welcome to the vari- 
ous congregations by which this selection is used. 

Mr. B. Woodward Bungay succeeds Mr. Glover in the post of private li- 
brarian to the Queen. May we now expect the long-delayed continuation 
of the Stuart Papers, or must historical students petition her Majesty that 
her kind intentions towards them be carried into effect ? 

The Dean and Chapter of St. Paul’s have offered a site in that building 
for the erection of a full-length statue of the late Mr. Hallam, and the Com- 
mittee for promoting the Memorial have, we understand, accepted the offer. 
Surely our great literary and constitutional historian will be rather out cf 
place among the marble flags, guns, and cannons of the military heroes to 
whom our Cathedral is chiefly devoted. Was there no remaining corner in 
Westminster Abbey in which this, not the least of our great names, might 
have been inscribed ?

Ticknorn & Frecps have got out “ Memorials of Thomas Hood, collected, 
arranged, and edited by his Daughter: with a Preface by his Son: illus- 
trated with copies from his own Sketches.” From the preface we make an 
extract, which serves to explain the character and intent of the work: “In 
submitting the following memorials to the public, my sister and myself would 
wish, at the first outset, to warn those who think to find in them fine bio- 
graphical writing, that the book is not for them. We have seen too many 
great men fail in that art, and we feel no desire to emulate them. Our own 
part in this work is small, being restricted to such explanations and ampli- 
fications as were necessary to connect the letters, to which we have added, 
here and there, characteristic anecdotes, to which reference is made in them. 
Our language we have endeavored to render as simple as possible. If there- 
fore, at any time, it warms into a higher strain, it is solely at the promptings 
of the heart, and not by artistic design. Indeed, any such trick or premedi- 
tation could not have existed at the same time with the feelings called up b 
a task, how solemn, how sad, and how unutterably absorbing, none can tell, 
who have not experienced a like sensation of mingled pleasure and pain ; 
for although the latter predominate, there is some of the former in the per- 
formance of such a labor of love. It is owing chiefly to this fact that the 
publication of these volumes has been so long delayed. To us, to turn over 
the MSS. for these pages—to consult the letters, written in that well known, 
clear hand—was to recall to memory such a flood of recollections of dead 
joys, of long past sorrows, of gentle, loving deeds and words, that we may 
well claim to be excused if we were slow in our progress, and lingered some- 
what over pages, that were often hidden from us by our tears. Looking 
back now on my own emotion, while reading over these memorials, I can 
scarcely think how I should be so moved after the lapse of fifteen years, and 
I can fully realize how intensely painful must the compilation have been to 
my sister, who, as the elder, was more intimately connected with, and has a 
clearer memory of the events chronicled, than I. We are well aware that 
there is considerable ground for the popular objection to Biographies, written 
by relatives; but we are of opinion, that, in this case, the advantages to be 
gained by the Editorship of some leading literary men of the day, are more 
than balanced by the intimate knowledge and understanding we have of all 
the incidents and acts of our father’s life. Although, as will be seen, he num- 
bered among his friends many distinguished writers, they can none of them 
know, nor could we impart to them our perceptions (if I may use the term) 
of that inner private life, which gave a stamp to the character his writings 
claimed for him—that of a benevolent, loving, Christian gentleman. We are 
the better euabled to prepare these memorials, because we were never sep- 
arated, for any length of time, from our parents, neither of us having been 
sent to a boarding-school, or in our earlier years confined to that edifying 
domestic Botany Bay—the Nursery—where children grow up by the pat- 
tern of unwatched, uneducated, hired servants. How our father ever made 
of us companions, and was ready in return to be our playfellow, will be men- 
tioned elsewhere. Having then undertaken this ‘‘labor of love” ourselves, 
in preference, with ali humility nevertheless, to intrusting it to others, com- 
parative strangers, however distinguished ; we repose, hopefully, on the gen- 
erosity and consideration of the English people, with whom we have ever 
found our father’s name a passport to the sympathies.”
